The price charged 
for gas lamps has been at all times 
subject to criticism by those in con­ 
trol of the city affairs, but 
with the 
full knowledge that they have been in 
possession of, they have been aware 
that, we are on as Iowa plane of cost 
and in many instances lower than 
that prevailing in other towns where 
conditions are similar, and no criti­ 
cisms have been made of the prices 
charged.

j some cities, lias led to the accusations 
i made by unnlformcd persons that we 
were overcharging the city. 
We are 
prepared to (submit evidence secured 
by ourselves and by the city council, 
(who have kept in touch in years past 
with these conditions,) to prove that 
our etiarge to the city averages about 
30 per cenljbelow t he charge made by 
companies to cities of the same class 
for the same lamp, the same number 
of lamps, and (for a like number of 
hours. 
We have been informed that 
in certain cit ies a charge was made or 
$55 per lamp. 
Fpon investigation we 
find that tills was on the basis of a 
large number of lamps unt il 12 o'clock 
at night. 
It has been in the past the 
desire of those in control of the city 
light ing, that we base our price on all 
night lighting, and we have always 
held ourselves (in readiness to make 
such changes in our price, (regardless 
of con t met conditions,) as the council 
would be just itiedjm requestingof us, 
based on prices(prevailing in cities of 
alxiut the same size. 
We are inform 
ed that the city'council on a recent 
Investigating trip, made In connection 
with the granting of ¡la franchise for 
the street rail way,took occasion to get 
posted on the cost of electric lighting 
and returned home satisfied that our 
companyiwas treating the city not 
only fa irly, hut liberally. 
Our charges for commercial and do­

amounts charged whpre similar condi­ 
tions exist in towns of equal size, and 
in comparison with many towns are 
25 per 
centjlbelowijprevailing rates. 
Our charge toipower consumers is 10 
percent lower than the cost of pro­ 
ducing the same (amount of power 
with steam.
